George  Franklin  Getty  is  one  of  the  most  successful  that  has 
graduated  from  Ohio  Northern  University.  He  was  born  just  be¬ 
fore  the  Civil  War,  in  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio;  where  he  spent 
his  early  youth  among  the  hills  of  that  picturesque  region,  which 
is  one  of  the  most  interesting  sections  of  the  state. 

In  the  middle  seventies  he  came  to  Ohio  Northern,  taking  up  the 
study  of  Law.  His  name  is  closely  linked  with  the  names  of  such  men 
as:  L.  W.  Fairfield,  H.  C.  Campbell,  R.  C.  Eastman,  Monroe 
Davison,  J.  L.  Hampton,  and  D.  G.  Wylee.  He  graduated  in  1879 
and  his  record  was  among  the  best  in  a  large  and  able  class. 

After  completing  his  University  course  he  became  a  lecturer 
for  a  time,  and  then  entered  in  the  practice  of  Law  in  Minneapolis. 
In  the  legal  profession  he  was  eminently  successful,  and  upon  going 
to  Oklahoma  to  look  after  the  interests  of  one  of  his  clients,  he  be¬ 
came  interested  in  the  oil  business  in  that  territory  and  finally  pur¬ 
chased  and  developed  a  large  property  there. 

His  oil  business  expanded  until  it  required  his  entire  attention 
He  then  became  interested  in  California,  making  investments  there, 
which  led  to  his  removal  to  Los  Angeles,  where  he  now  resides  in 
one  of  the  magnificent  homes  of  that  city. 

Mr.  Getty  is  one  of  the  Alumni  of  which  Ohio  Northern  is 
proud,  not  only  because  of  his  splendid  success  in  the  commercial 
world,  but  also  on  account  of  his  sound  scholarship,  his  personal 
integrity,  his  moral  worth,  and  his  genuine  character. 

The  Class  of  1917  is  glad  to  honor  a  man  so  worthy,  by  dedi¬ 
cating  this  publication  to  him.

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The  Coaches 

On  the  opposite  page  is  the  picture  of  the  two  men  who  coached  Northern’s 
football  team  during  the  past  season.  Both  of  them  are  hard-working,  clean- 
thinking  and  clean-living  athletes,  on  to  their  jobs,  optimistic  and  enthusiastic. 
Thanks  is  due  them  for  the  excellent  showing  made  by  Northern  during  the  season. 

Ray  Carson  Hill  is  a  Captain  in  the  United  States  Army  and  is  stationed  at 
Ada  as  commandant  for  the  military  department.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Wade 
High,  Toledo,  and  of  West  Point  Military  Academy.  He  played  on  Ohio  State 
team  for  one  season,  and  was  on  the  West  Point  team  for  three  years,  being 
captain  in  1907.  He  was  chief  coach  of  Northern’s  football  squad  this  year. 

Rolan  Bevan  was  his  assistant.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Bethany  squad 
for  three  seasons,  being  elected  captain;  he  also  played  with  Bucknel!  and  St. 
Mary’s,  acting  as  captain  of  the  latter  team.  He  was  assistant  coach  at  Bethany: 
coached  St.  Mary’s  for  two  years,  Muskingham  for  two  years,  and  this  is  his 
second  year  at  Northern.  He  is  an  all-round  athlete,  and  coaches  basketball 
and  baseball. 

He  has  charge  of  the  department  of  physical  instruction  and  coaching  classes 
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Football  1916 

When  coaches  Hill  and  Bevan  issued  the  call  for  football  candidates  about 
twenty-four  men  responded.  Among  them  were  seven  letter  men  and  several 
numeral  men.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  many  of  the  last  year  freshmen  players 
failed  to  return  and  several  of  our  Varsity  men  were  doing  sendee  on  the  border 
for  “Uncle  Sam”,  the  coaches  soon  filled  the  gaps  in  the  team  with  capable  men. 
Bevan’s  work  as  a  trainer  was  the  best  ever  seen  here.  The  team  went  thru 
the  entire  ten  games  without  having  a  single  man  injured. 

The  team  played  wonderful  games  up  to  mid-season  when  they  seemed  to 
slow  up  somewhat.  They  came  back  however  and  played  strong  football  in  both 
the  Wittenberg  and  Marshall  games. 

In  the  opening  game  of  the  season  Miami,  the  team  that  wrought  such  havoc 
with  our  team  last  fall  was  held  to  a  score  of  27-0.  On  the  following  Saturday 
the  Winona  Agies  were  defeated  to  the  tune  of  13-7.  The  next  week  the  team 
journeyed  to  Delaware;  where  after  outplaying  their  old  rival,  Ohio  Wesleyan, 
and  having  them  beaten  until  the  last  eight  minutes  of  play,  they  lost  on  a  fluke 
7-3.  .University  of  Cincinnati  was  defeated  by  a  score  of  9-0.  Then  the  powerful 
Dennison  team  was  held  to  a  score  of  19-0.  In  this  game  Northern  came  within 
an  ace  of  scoring  on  Dennison  on  three  different  occasions.  The  following  Satur¬ 
day  with  the  team  playing  below  standard,  Akron  succeeded  in  winning  14-7. 

Wittenberg,  after  playing  a  plucky  game  was  forced  to  succumb  with  a  score 
of  25-0.  At  Kalamazoo,  playing  against  a  non-conference  team,  most  of  the 
regulars  were  taken  out  in  the  early  part  of  the  game,  so  we  lost  by  a  large  score. 

Mt.  Union  altho  played  to  a  standstill  in  straight  football,  forward  passed 
her  way  to  victory  on  a  frozen  field. 

The  last  game  of  the  season  was  played  at  Huntington,  W.  Va.,  against  the 
strong  Marshall  eleven.  Altho  losing  7-0,  Northern  played  a  remarkable  game. 
Four  times  they  carried  the  ball  the’length  of  the  field  only  to  be  stopped  in  the 
shadow  of  the  goal. 

Considering  the  caliber  of  teams  played  and  the  long,  hard  trips  the  boys 
were  forced  to  take,  the  brand  of  football  on  the  whole  was  of  a  good  caliber.
